Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1967.  This  report  has  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  No.  1/68. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of 
the  population,  48,290  compared  with  48,370  in  1966  (the  figure 
at  the  1961  Census  was  49,822).  There  was  a  further  fall  in  the 
Birth  Rate  in  keeping  with  the  national  trend,  781  compared  with 
862  in  1966  giving  a  rate  of  16.2  per  thousand  of  the  population: 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.2.  The  Death  Rate  of 
10.8  per  1,000  estimated  population  was  similar  to  that  for  the 
previous  year  (11.0)  and  for  England  and  Wales  (11.2)  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  was  19.2  per  1,000  total  live  births  and  this  rate 
corresponds  to  the  national  rate  of  18.3. 

As  in  previous  years  Measles  was  responsible  for  the  largest 
number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  with  a  total  of  304 
cases  compared  with  339  for  the  previous  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  J.  B.  Tilley,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  Northumberland,  for  giving  me  permission  to  include 
details  of  services  administered  by  the  County  Council  in  Wallsend; 
Mr.  S.  S.  McIntyre,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help;  Mr.  W.  Morrison, 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  Health  Department  for  his  work  in  preparing 
the  figures  for  this  report,  and  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  for  their  encouragement  during  the  year.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  RECORD— 1967. 

SMOKE  FILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE 

APPARATUS. 


One  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department  Office 
in  July,  1954  and  another  in  a  first  floor  store-room  at  the  14- 
storey  block  of  maisonettes  at  Tarrington  Close,  Howdon,  in 
July,  1961.  This  is  in  Wallsend’s  first  smoke  control  aiea.  During 
each  period  of  24  hours  not  less  than  60  cubic  feet  of  dir  from 
outside  the  building  is  drawn,  by  means  of  a  small  electric;  pump, 
through  a  piece  of  white  filter  paper  and  then  through  two  bubbling 
tubes  containing  diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are 
trapped  on  the  filter  paper  and  form  a  stain  which  varies  according 
to  the  amount  of  tarry  matter  and  other  combustible  matter  in 
the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere. 


By  using  a  smoke  stain  reflectometer  and  conversion  tables 
the  weight  of  material  filtered  from  the  atmosphere  is  calculated. 
The  amount  is  expressed  in  microgrammes  of  smoke  particles  per 
cubic  metre  of  air  (28.349  grammes  =  1  ounce  :  1  microgramme  = 
1  millionth  of  a  gramme  :  1  cubic  metre  =  35.317  cubic  feet). 

Sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  reacts  with  the  hydrogen  peroxide 
to  form  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated 
daily  by  titration  with  standard  alkali.  From  this  the  amount 
of  sulphur  dioxide  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  of  air  is 
calculated.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  Corporation  provides  two  public  swimming  baths  available 
to  the  public  all  the  year  round,  for  swimmers  of  both  sexes.  The 
water  is  from  the  mains  supply  and  is  heated  and  maintained  at  a 
temperature  of  78-80 °F.,  and  a  continuous  filtration  and  chlorin¬ 
ation  is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a  complete  change  over  of  the 
water  every  4  hours  in  the  large  pool,  and  every  2  hours  in  the 
small  pool.  A  Patterson  Engineering  Co.  Chlorinator  and  a  United 
Filter  Engineering  Displacement  Doser  are  installed  in  the  large 
and  small  pool  respectively,  maintaining  a  free  chlorine  standard 
of  1  to  2  parts  per  million  of  the  water  which  is  the  sterilisation 
standard  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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The  following  reports  were  received  from  W.  Gordon  Carey, 
F.I.C.,  Public  Analyst,  Newcastle,  on  each  of  the  samples  of  water 
taken  from  the  Large  Plunge  and  Small  Plunge  respectively  of 
the  Wallsend  Public  Baths.

This  year  the  most  notable  thing  about  the  operation  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  has  been  the  reluctance 
of  management  of  new  or  transferred  businesses  to  register.  Almost 
without  exception  the  new  occupier  of  a  business  premises  has  had 
to  be  visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  requested  to  fill 
in  the  O.S.R.l.  form.  In  many  cases  subsequent  visits  have  been 
necessary  before  the  form  has  been  returned.  This  is  time  con¬ 
suming  and  it  would  be  appreciated  if  further  publicity  could  be 
given  to  the  Act  and  to  the  obligation  of  the  persons  concerned  to 
carry  out  their  obligations  under  it. 


Heating 

A  number  of  shops  which  had  a  heating  problem  due  to  the 
shop  door  being  left  constantly  open  have  resolved  this  by  in¬ 
stalling  one  or  more  heating  points  in  the  shop  where  the  staff 
may  warm  themselves  when  it  is  convenient  to  do  so. 


Accidents 

Nineteen  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  Most  of  these 
cases  were  purely  accidental,  i.e.,  not  due  to  working  conditions 
and  with  one  exception  could  have  been  avoided. 

This  case  involved  a  gravity  feed  slicing  machine,  and  had  a 
guard  been  fitted  as  recommended  in  LA  Circular  7  (Guarding  of 
Slicing  Machines)  the  accident  in  which  an  apprentice  butcher 
received  laceration  of  the  right  thumb  may  have  been  avoided. 
The  management  readily  co-operated  by  arranging  with  the  agents 
to  have  the  slicing  machines  which  were  otherwise  in  perfect 
condition,  brought  up  to  standard.
